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Destruction of Cripple Creek 


Completed. 


THOUSANDS WITHOUT SHELTKK 


Another Fire Visits the Colorado 


City and Wipes Out All But a 


Few Buildings. 


Cun-i'LK CHEEK, Colo., April 29.—Laat 


•Saturday's horrors were repeated three- 
fold in the destruction by a second fire 
this 
afternoon. 
To 
increi 


amount of property deatroyed on Satur- 
day the fire of today adds the losa of 
life and leavea from 3000 to 4000 people 
homeless in a city of desolation with no 
homes to offer and no food to supply the 
daily wants. Now, indeed, is Cripple 
•Creek m ashes. 
"The business portion of tho city left 
standing tonight is leas than would 
cover a city block. Tho residence eec- 
tion ia confined to what were formerly 
the suburbs on the placera of the east 
and west Old Town to the northeast and 
a portion of Capitol hill on the south. 
When an alarm, of lire sounded from, 
the Portland hotel at 1.30 thia af tern oon 
it was quickly reaponded to, notwith- 
standing the firemen, one and all, were 
thoroughly exhausted by the wirka of 
Saturday, and the tension under which 
they had lived eiuue. Smoke waa roll- 
ing from under the cornice on thu 
Myers avenue and Second street sid;H 
of the building, and the alley to the 
south waa full of flames. Almost in- 
-atantnueoualy the buildiriK waa blazing 
from ft dozen places in front. Streams 
-of water were turned on quickly, and 
the firemen fought feebly for a few 
moments in an attempt to put out the 
fire.The sight was one to make the crowd 
that gathered turn sick at heart. With 
such headway aa the tiro had gamed it 
looked impossible to save, tlie town. 
The wind waa blowing almost due north 
.and in its track'lay the heart of the 
business section. 
All water 
turned 


iipon the flames had no perceptible 
effect. 
The firemen were unable to 


make tbe least impression upon the 


• building which in a very few minutes 


waa a mass of ll&mes. To the north 
•acroae Myers avenue was the big furni- 
ture establishment of the Booth Com- 
pany, to tho east the four story brick 
Masonic hall block. The disaster of 
Saturday was freah in the uiinde of all 
and the'firat inclination waa to remove 
everything possible beyond the reach of 
the rapidly increasing flames. Wagons 
darted through moba of yelling men and 
hysterical women. Bonnet avenue be- 
•carae again a mob of crazed men who 
saw the earnings of a lifetime in peril. 
It was evident that the burnt diatrict 
waa the one division of tbe city where 
the fire fiend could be mocked with 
safety and to thatrendezvoua the wagona 
were sent as fast as they could be loaded 
and driven off. 
In fifteen minutes from the time the 


alarm sounded t lames were showing 
•from the cornice of the Booth ealablisu- 
ment. The tire had spread to tlie weat 
on Myen avenue, talcing tbe Chicago 
cafe, adjoining the Portland. 
Cart- 


ridges iu tho Wright hardware Btoro, 
Portland block, were firing a fuailade 
and Myers avenue was a furnace. To 
light tho fire from tuat point was be- 
yond human power. To the west of the 
Booth building the immense lumber 
stock intbo EL Paso yards waa catching 
and the firemen had tho block bounded 
by First and Second, Bennett and Myers 
avenue for a Held. 


Buildings in advance of tho fire were 


blown up in a futile attempt to check its 
speed. 
AH about the burning block, 


fltreets were jammed. Charges of fifty 
pounds and more powder were put in. 
The explosion threw debria high into 
the air and its falling felled men right 
and left. 
At 2 o'clock the eoliu row ot business 


houses to tliu uurth aloug Second was 
all on tire. The Green Bee block had 
been blown up, and yet the lire hail 
crossed the alloy by way of the lumber 
yard and the buildinjis facing Ben- 
nett, between Second and First atreota, 
were afire in tlie rear. 
At 2.20 tho Palace drug etoro.between 


Second and Bennett streets, was in 
flames, and a fierce Oght waa being 
made to keep the fire from crossing 
Bennett to the Palace hotel. The fire 
had not crossed Second yet. Ond build- 
ing after another was blown up. 


At 2.30 the old part of the Palace ho- 


tel on the north of Bennett and the 
west aide from Second was blown up, 
but the fire was in the middle of tbe 
block. To the north were many room 
houses and the residence portion. To 
the east across Second was the heart of 
the business section, to save which a 
.masterly fight had been unsuccessfully 
fought on Saturday. 
ifthe fire croased Second it could not 


be seen how any portion of the business 
eectiou of Cripple Creek could be seen. 
Commencing at Second and Bennett 
was the rullin block on the northeast 
and the Bimetallic bank on the south- 
east. Should either catch it could not 
be forseen how anything east and north 
in the line of the wind could be saved. 


At 2 40 the flames were crossing Sec- 


ond and the Bimetallic bank waa blown 
up in an effort to stop it there. But the 
fire spread in apite ot Jill, and m a few 
minutes Bennett, between Third and 
Second, was burning iiercely on both 
aides. 
Here waa the center ot tee 


town's business life. The blocks melted 
down to Third from Second, while to 
the north the tall lodging houses on 
Carr avenue were falling one by one. 
There aeemed no possibility of checking 
the fire at any point. To the west it 
had climbed the hill on tho Placer and 
ivns burning home after home. 
At 3 30 the flre bad burned itself out 


except in a few scattering localities. In 
the sweep of the tire had been all of the 
important institutions left after the 
first disaster. 
. 
Those who opened their doora to the 


homeless on Saturday night found them- 
selves easily homeless tonight .od 
there are no doors to open to them. The 
comparatively few housea left are all 
one and two-roomed cabins with now 
and then one of brick. What the town 
will do for food tonight is a question. 
All tho stores, the restaurants, the 
bakeries are in rains flnd the town is 
out of bread. Of course food can reach 
here by tomorrow from Denver or from 
Victor. Annconda and Gillctt succor 
will come by morning, but there were 
many rmpperlesfl tonight and not a few 
"ill sleep with no pillow and no.cover- 
ing. Fortunately the weather is fine, 
though slightly chilly. 
The firo department was poweness. 


Dynamite was tho moat powerful allay 
of tho fireman, but oven it failed to 
check the spread of tue fire at aiiy es- 
sential point. 
The reservoir waa in open ground. 


Muny flocked to it Irom the resident 
portion to the north of the city and the 
scene about it was one that beggars de- 
ecription. Below the fire was burning 
over fully seventeen blocks of buildings 
and ita swift approach, street by street 
and house by house, could bo watched. 


Smoke rolled high into the heavens, 


like a cloud cf doom, from a fringe of 
flames that leaped above their prey. 
Here and there was the broad open hill- 
side coming down in gentle elope from 
mineral and carbonate hills, in little 
groups, families settled with the loads 
they bod carried from the burninghomea 
below. A thousand of these distinct 
little piles dotted the open ground .in 
plain view. A trunk, a mattress, some 
family pictures, whatever was dearest 
that could be saved, had been carried 
by the members of the family to the 
open where the flames would not .bo ex- 
pected to come, and by them etood 
guard the homeleea wife and children, 
while the stronger heads of the families 
were down somewhere in that caldron 
of fire trying to add to the pile. Now 
and then some mattress that bad been 
dropped too near to the coming flames 
caught from the heat or a brand carried 
by the wind, and the little saving of 
household treasures was wiped out. 


Wagona were everywhere. The price 


for the service of a wagon ranged from 
nothing to $100 cash a load, according 
to the exigency of the moment or the 
hardhearted-ness of the owner. 


The insurance will bo fully three 


times as great as Saturday's losses. One 
agent estimates it at five times as much, 
and says every agency in town was load- 
ed up with risks. 
The Florence and Cripple Creek rail- 


road had Hat cars at the disposal of 
merchants, and were kept buey hauling 
goods beyond the reach of th« fire and 
to safe shelter. Cars filled at Cripple 
Creek were hauled to sidetracks at other 
points. Tho Times, Journal and /Vo.t- 
jtcctor offices wero all burned down, 
leaving Cripple Creek without a news- 
; 
aper. The~27»»*s was burned out in 
aturday's fire, but saved some of ita 


material, and had started to build on 
the old burned district. It loat every- 
thing in today's conflagration. 


Rumora spread faat, and lost nothing 


in tUe re-telling. It was reported that 
the liBtof dead and injured runs into 
the scores and that an ollicer was cred- 
ited with having shot men in the act of 
setting Ore to buildings. Lawlessness 
seemed in the air. Men lost their 
heads and were ready for anything. 
The city marshal, James Marshall, has 
sworn in about 150 special policemen 
pnd company G, second regiment, U. N. 
G,, has also been called out. 


Many of the men are mounted and 


tho burned portion ia- being thoroughly 


atrolled. About twenty arreats have 
een made for theft and other causes,

The 
furniture waa valued at $10,000, which 
was probably the oricinal coat and the 
insurance is reported at $7000.

Mr. Moynahan came to Denver to have 
the insurance cancelled. He saya that 
an attempt w.ia made to burn ttie hotel 
last Saturday. The lease of the hotel to 
Benjamin Brower expires May 1st. 


In response to reporta to Cripple 


Greek for assistance received while the 
fire waa still raging thia afternoon, ar- 
rangements were made to run a special 
train from tliiH city, carrying firemen, 
policemen, Ore apparatus ana tents and 
other supplies for the stricken people of 
the great gold camp.

NOW THAT MUSIC IS MOT YOUN« 


The Sad Event That Clouded Mr. 


Dyer's Life—Various Little 


Brie-a-Brac. 


The Expositor, that sunshiny exponent 


of Democratic principles of the modern, 
Wall-street variety, saya that the Re- 
publican county convention "straddled 
the Onancial .question." Tt says fur- 
ther that the straddle was "unique, 
though." Here ia tho plank of the plat- 
form to which it refers: 


"Resolved, That the wants of the na- 


tion call loudly for legislation on these 
tbree lines: 


(Omitting first and second.) 
"Third, The free coinage of American 


silver at the present ratio. The people 
demand that this unholy war upon the 
money of the people shall cease, and 
that both silver and gold, tho money of 
the constitution, shall be allowed to bo 
practically, as well as theoretically, the 
currency of the nation." 


If that ia a straddle, it certainly is the 


moat unique thing in the line that I 
ever saw, and I doubt if anybody here- 
tofore has seen a straddle that was all 
on one aide. It it is a straddle, how 
would the F.xjmitur, or somebody else, 
make a more direct demand for "the 
free coinage of American silver?" There 
is tio qualification of the demand other 
than tlmt the free coinage shall be of 
American silver. The Republican party 
of the nation may, or may not, favor 
bimetallism, but there is no question 
concerning the attitude of ttie party in 
this county. 


Nor does the JijyusHor 
think that 


there is. It understands—none better 
—that the party here spoke for free coin- 
age and bimetallism, and it knows that 
there vnta no sign ol a "straddle." Then 
wby did it umke such n charge? I wiel) 
that, you would tell me. Its action was 
u part of the policy, pursued by certain 
papers, of indorsing all that their own 
party docs and condemning all that tlie 
opposition party does; but wherein ia 
the policy or wisdom of such a course I 
cannot conceive. It certainly is a fact 
that if it had been a Democratic na- 
tional convention which adopted the 
plank quoted above, the fij-jwitiiur would 
nave said something like this: 


"The financial plank of the Demo- 


cratic platform is a radical demand for 
the free coinage of silver, but it IB no 
more radical than the eituation de- 
mands. Silver should be returned to its 
old place in the"—etc., etc., etc. 


A Republican convention adopts it, 


and the evening paper yells "straddle!" 
Now why dues it do it? Nobody is de- 
ceived. Everybody knows tbat it speaks 
witb the voice of partisanship rather 
;han that of honesty. Everybody knows 
that it would condemn a plank m a lie* 
publican platform today aud indorse the 
same plank in a Democratic platform to- 
uorrow. Everybody knows that Graver 
Cleveland could do no thing so mistaken 
or wrong that it would not lift up its 
tiny voice in approval of hie act. Sup- 
pose that it bad to choose between De- 
mocracy and honor, everybody knows 
;b»t ita issue of the next evening would 
je labeled) "This paper ia Democratic." 


I write without malice. The tirposi- 


lor is like many another paper. It is BO 
reliably partisan u to be unreliably 
patriotic and honorable. It doea not de* 
wive the people, and it trades their con- 
fidence, which it might have, for— 
what? I do not know. I can conceive 
of nothing so valuable to * paper ai that 
very public esteem which ft idly tpsws 
away. 


If the Hxpotitor would criticize lion- 


eat ly, saying, "Uereiu is the Republi- 
can platform right and atrong, and 
mrein is it wrong and weak," the pub- 
lic would have faith in it, and that is 
what it principally lacks. But It will 
not do It; it is not ready to be born 
again. It should realize, however, tbat 
t can gain nothing by designating as a 
'straddle" an unequivocal demand for 
Lhe free coinage of American silver,

EUITOII REPUBLICAN :—I have for the 


last two or three months watched with 
much interest the acientific road build- 
tug being performed by twenty-four 
horeee and perhaps half a dozen men on 
the broad avenue leading out of town 
east ward ly. The -biHe, when brought 
in, will aggregate an enormoue amount. 
Are we likely to net our money's worth? 


The road has been plowed and ro- 


plowed, scraped and scraped again, a 
good sized ditch run down its center 
part of the way and the whole road 
brought to grade by scraping off knolle 
and lillinu up hollows. 


I understand that this expense ol 


grading ia incurred, only that a ditch 
may be ruu along tho whole distance, 
from which water may be taken out and 
spread over the whole surface of the 
road by sprinkling carts, having a pipe 
reaching down into the ditch, through 
Which the motion of the cart will force 
up the water to be distributed from a 
perforated pipe at tho rear of the cart, 
I aw. told tlmt a portion of Kearney 


enuo was for a time thus sprinkled. 
But a ditch along the road will not he 


a convenient or a sightly thing, nor will 
a pipe reaching across from tlie ditch to 
the cart while sprinkling the opposite 
side of the road be a popular institu- 
tion. 


Nor will there be any water in the 


ditch after July this year, or after Au- 
gust iu any year. This will leave the 
•oad without water for sprinkling, dur- 
ng three or four of tho dustiest months 
.n the year. 


The experience of all California shows 


,hat sprinkling is essential to keep our 
litihways iu decent repair, to prevent 
chuckhdles and tho blowing away of the 
roads in duet, as well an to avoid the dis- 
comfort of the clouds of dust which en- 
velope teams and travelers where the 
•oad is not sprinkled. It is to provide a 
cheap method of eprinkling that all this 
expense hna boon incurred in making a 
unform grade for the highway. 


I think I can show our supervisors 


and roadrmieters "a more excellent 
way." 


We have for two or more years last 


jast had an excellent road from the citv 
"imita to tho grounds of the county hos- 
pital, watered by sprinkling carte (or

rathw wagoni) which take water from 
thm bond wtlli aloag ttw rouU,. eacl 
provided with a honepbwer centrifugal 
pump. When the .water tank (on 
wheels) U emptied it is driven to the 
nearest wall, the hone* unhitched from 
the sprinkler and driven round am 
round until the sprinkler's tank IB 
again filled. 


To bore a well every third of a mile 


and annex a centrifugal pump and horse- 
power would be too expensive to allow 
the eystem to be extended far into tho 
country. Would it not be far less ex- 
pensive to bore wells perhaps a mile 
apart and Bet up tank*, each holding 
water enough to fill the tank of a 
sprinkler, at suitable distances apart, 
say ae far as a four-horse sprinkler will 
do the wetting? 


One well and pump would be enough 


for a mile probably, pumping into a 
quite large tank, from which tho water 
would run into all the others, keeping 
the water in all on the same level 
through a small pipe, laid along the 
side of the road at the depth of a fur- 
row under ground? Of course the bdt- 
touts of all the tanks would have to be 
on the eome level, and the puinpa could 
ill be run by electric power, at much 
leas expense than is now done by horse- 
power. 


Then the unsightly ditch would be 


done away with, and we would have no 
lust in August, September, October or 
November, during which time we would 
30 almost smothered under the proposed 
litch system. I would like this sugges- 
tion discussed, especially by those who 
can give practical figures as to the ex- 
-inse. 


Whether this pipe connection system 


would be cheaper than a well and pump 
for each tank I am not sure; but either 
must bo better than a ditch, which has 
no water for most of the dry season. 


It would seem also that a four-horse 


sprinkler, such as is used in San Joaqnin 
county, would be cheaper in the end 
.ban the two-horse sprinklers now in 
ee.

FROSTBITTEN VINES. 


IMMEDIATE PRUNING STUONGLY 


Danger That. tlie Sour Sap May 


Work Back and Injure the 


Wood. 


The follo*im{ letter from Professor 


Arthur P. Hayue of the University of 
California is self explanatory: 


T. E. LAMOLY, ESQ., Fresno, Cal.— 


Dear Sir:—I have just had a visit from 
Hubert Dyer, representative ol Cutting 
Fruit Packing Co, He hag just returned 
rom a tour of inspection in Fresno 
county. Ilia reports, taken with those 
I have received from other sources, as 
well as samples of vines sent, confirms 
me in thinking that there are maoj 
cases of neglect that will prove disastr- 
ous if not promptly attended to. I tele- 
;raphetl to several partlea immediately 
ifter the frost advieinjf that they at once 
cut away all the frozen parts of the vine. 
This I reqaeeted to be published by the 
ocal paperB. ] luive not heard if it was 
done, but from what I hear I fear that 
mt few have followed the advice. Tell 
all your friends that it is the universal 
>ractice in all vinu growing countries 
vhero froat occurs to cut away the frost- 
bitten parts of tho vinu immediately 
,fter the froat. 


If this is'not done you will find that 
heeoureapia ttut frost-bitten part of 
the vine will "work back" and in many 
cases enter the old wood. Not only is 
ar more of tho young growth lost out- 
ight, but the vine takes far longer to 
je^in thro win ff oui uvw growth from 
vhich you are to get the second crop, 
n case the sour sap has penetrated into 
he old wood promptly cut that part 
fleeted away. Thoui?h it may seem 
ate to bngin to prune ;i week after the 
rost, yet I c-wt assure you that it is 
veil worth the while. One of the beat 
easona for immediate pruning is to ee- 
ure prompt starting of the new growtli | 
nd thus prevent the harvest from be- j 
ug too late, ami especially to eecure for j 
ext year tho proper wood to insure a I 
ood crop. 1 renlly think that few have 
ins far realized elm full extent of the I 
amage. For if the frost itself dirl a cer- j 
UH amount of iLuuage at the time, the I 
working back" of the enp will have :
